To date the Air Force has, in our investixzation of many cases, 
uncovered no physical evidence which would indicate the presence of 
any-extra-terrestrial space vehicles aad/or beings, nor has there been 
any evidence that unidentified flying objects constitute any threats 
or Ganger other than the remote possibility of being struck by a meteorite, 
etc. 


For your information, I am inclosing the latest Department of Defense 
Tact sheets on this subject. They plainly state tae Air Force positica 
on this matter. I am also inclosing U.S. Air Force Technical Information 
sheet which you should fill out aad forward direct to the ,ir Technical 
Intelligence Center at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Ohio, for 
evaluation of your recent sightings.
